Dan Carr, Harry Pullen, J. 
D. Cooper and Sam Lem- 
ming Implicated in At- 
tempt, It Is Charged. 


Two pretty young girls, one man and 
three prisoners, including the alleged 
western bandit, Dan Carr, of giant stat- 
ue, were implicaed last night in an 
alleged plot to free prisoners from the 
Fulton county tower bs snuggling 
hack saws into the prison. 

This attempted escape, artfully 
ned and designed by Dan Carr and Llar- 
ry Pullen, who was recently sentenced 
by Judge Hill on charges of forgery, 
according to thea jail authorities, in- 
volved the most sensational plot 
cape of many years.

Two Girls are Held.

The prisoners involved in the alleged

Dan Carr, alleged notorious western 
bandit, sentenced a few days ago by 
Judge Hill to 15 years in the chaingang 
on charge of holding up and robbing 
two street car men in West [nd. 

Harry Pullen, the young Atlantan 
who was recently convicted on charges 
of forgery, and sentenced by Judge 
Hfill to serve three years in the state 
farm. Pullen is the one who was 
charged with furnishing eiaborately 
an apartment at Piedmont and Thir- 
teenth streets for his sweetheart.

Lemming is Arrested. 

Lemming was arrested last night 
shortly after the alleged plot was dis- 
covered by Sergeant George C. Bullard, 
of the Atlanta police force, and Deputy 
Sheriff J. LD. Bazemore. He was car- 
ried ‘to the tower, and charged with 
“aiding prisoners to escape.” He de- 
nied that he had smuggled the hack 
Saws irmtio the prison when confronted 
with the instruments by the jailors. 

Miss McKenzie, who was the young 
woman for whom Pullen furnished a 
handsome apartment on the north side, 
giving a large number of forged checks, 
wes taken into custody, la'st night, with 
Miss Parker, her chum. Miss McKenzie 
was charged with bringing several 
sheets into the prison to the prisoners 
which were to be torn to pieces and 
tied together to make a rope, accord- 
ing to the jailors. Miss Parker is not 
suspected of having any knowledge of 
the alleged plot, and is merely held at 
the jail because she accompanied Miss 
McKenzie on the trip. 

Deputy Sheriff “Bob” Holland, former 
police commissioner, and Deputy Baze- 
more, first learned of the plot when 
they hid themselves in the wing of the 
prison occupied by Dan Carr, Pullen 
and Cooper, and overheard a conver- 
sation alleged to have taken place be- 
tween Pullen and Carr. 

Girl Made Mistake. 

Pullen stated, it is said: “I told the 
girl to get the saws and prolite (used 
to soften metals) from a retail place. 
She made a mistake by attempting to 
get them from a wholesale store and 
failed, but she will take my notes and 
get them tomorrow.” 

But tomorrow never came. The depu- 
ties soon afterwards allowed Miss Me- 
Kenzie to come into the prison. She 
had with her several sheets, which 
she wa's allowed to carry to her lover, 
Pullen. She was then arrested. On a 
promise that she be freed, Pullen told 
the deputies of their plot. 

‘If you will let her go free,” said 
Pullen to the deputies, “Il will tell the 
whole truth. We have the saws in 
here, and they were brought in by 
Sam Lemming several days ago.” 

This led to Lemming's arrest later. 

Miss McKenzie, when seen by a Con- 
stitution reporter, denied any Knowl- 
edge of the plot. She ssaid she loved 
Pullen better than any person on earth, 
but declared she did not love any man 
“enough to attempt to free him from 
jail egainst the law. 

“TI want Harry to go on and 
his three-year sentence, and then, when 
he gets out, I will make a man of him,” 
she said. 


AUTO BESTS STREET CAR 


Troley Knocked Off Tracks, 
Machine Not Hurt. 


A seven-passenger automobile bested 
a heavy Decatur street trolley car in 
a collision at Five Points last night 
about 10:30 o'clock. The car was 
knocked off the track and a line crew 
had to turn out before it was possible 
to wet it back on the rails. 

The automobile, however, was so lit- 
tle damaged that it was able to pro- 
ceed under its own power and did so 
so shojtly after the accident that no 
one discovered who owned or drove 
the machine. 

No one was hurt in the accident, 
though both the passengers of the au- 
tomobile and the street car received 
a shaking up and something of a scare. 

The car left the rails as it was gzo- 
ing east on Decatur street, just after 
it had crossed Peachtree street, and

Empire’s Council to Mark 
Epoch in British History 


Ottawa, January 25.—The following 
dispatch from London. was received 
today by the Reuter Telegraph com- 
pany agency here: 

“Premier David Lloyd-George gave 
an important interview today on the 
subject of the forthcoming imperial 
war council to the London corre- 
spondent of the Australian United 
Cable Service. The prime’ minister 
Said: 

“I do not wish to interfere in any 
way with the affairs of a great self- 
govering dominion, but we took the 
step of urgently inviting the dominions’ 
premiers to lead in the war council 
despite the fact that it might cause 
much inconvenience locally because we 
desired their advice and assistance in 
coming to decisions about the conduct 
of the war and the negotiations of 
peace. 

“‘Austraha knows that I am no 
jingo. My record contains no journey- 
ings into flamboyant imperialism, yet 
J regard this council as marking the 
beginning of a new epoch in the his- 
tory of the empire. The war has

together with our fellows overseas just 
as we have come through the darkness 
together and shed our blood and treas- 
ure together. 
To Consider All Matters. 

“*The empire war council will deal 
with all general questions affecting 
the war. The prime ministers or their 
representatives will be temporary mem- 
bers of the war cabinet and we pro- 
pose to arrange that all matters of first 
rate importance should be considered 
at a series of special meetings. Noth- 
ing affecting the dominions, the con- 
duct of the war or negotiations for 
will be excluded from its pur- 
view. There will, of course, be domes- 
tic questions, which each part of the 
empire must settle for itself— ‘ues- 
tions such as recruiting in the United 
Kingdom or home legislation. Such 
domestic matters will be our only 
reservation, but we propose that every- 
thing else should be, go to speak, on 
the table.’ ”’

No Compensation Provided.

URGED BY CITIZENS 
AND BY COUNGILMEN 


Property Owners and Street 
Committee of Council Stir- 
red by Many Complaints 
From Traffic Users.

gether for immediate improvements. 

That the pavement is one of the 
worst, if not the worst, to be found 
in any city the size of Atlanta in the 
United States is the unanimous opin- 
lon of the committee and the absolute 
necessity of action at the present time 
is fully recognized. 

The matter has been brought 
head by the statement recently issued 
by the street car company to the ef- 
fect that the tracks on this street 
must be torn up to give way to new 
ones and the offer of the company to 
lay new paving between these tracks. 
In this statement the condition of the 
streets was clearly shown, and the 
company showed that this was the 
proper time to make improvements if 
the city ever intends to make Peach- 
tree fit for traffic, 

Street Committee to Act. 

At the next meeting of the street 
committee of council the matter will 
be taken up and an effort made to 
find some way in which to do the 
work. 

Mayor Candler has indorsed the sug- 
gestion that the street should be re- 
paved from Five Points to Ivy street, 
at least, and has stated that he hopes 
the committee will be able to find 
money to do this work. 

Property owners along the _ street 
have been approached and asked to 
sign a petition to have a new pave- 
ment laid. A large number of them 
have signed a petition to pave with 
granite cubes, and it is believed that 
such a paper will be presented to the 
committee carrying the necessary 51 
per cent of the owners. Many have 
expressed the opinion that any sort of 
permanent pavement is better than the 
present makeshift affair and have 
pledged themselves to work for a new 
pavement. 

Henry L. Collier, chief of construc- 
‘tion, states that he hopes the paving 
can be financed in some way and the 
work start at once. He thinks that at 
the present rate the paving now down 
will deteriorate 100 per cent in the 
next six months and cause much 
greater expense to the city and the 
property owners if delayed that long. 

Paving a “Disgrace.” 

“The paving on Peachtree street 
from Five Points to beyond Baker 
street is a disgrace to a city of 10,000 
people,” says Robert F. Maddox. “I 
can’t imagine any worse pavement 
anywhere, Peachtree should certainly 
be repaved by all means. There are 
holes in the pavement more than 10 
feet long. In fact, it is a series of 
holes the entire distance. 

“There will be a large number of 
visitors in the city next spring, and if 
this street is in its present condition 
when the Rotary convention meets 
here the city will be disgraced. I will 
be glad to do everything in my power 
to have the street repaved. I signed 
a petition the other day calling for 
granite cubes. It makes little differ- 
ence to me what kind of pavement is 
laid as long as the present one is re- 
paired. Granite cubes have been very 
satisfactory on Alabama street.” 

Councilman J. N. Renfroe says: “I 
think the city should do what it can 
to get the county to meet its share of 
this work. The county has agreed to 
pay the city’s share for South Forsyth 
street. A new pavement is needed on 
Peachtree street worse than on any 
other street in the city in my opinion. 
The street committee will recommend 
a new pavement and will ask the coun- 
ty to furnish the city’s share of the 
money or will try in some other way 
to raise the necessary funds. It is a 
peculiar thing though that the property 
owners all want new pavements but 
don’t want to pay their share. I have 
been trying for the past week to get 
the necessary signatures to the paving 
of Forsyth street from Mitchell to 
Garnett and so far have gotten only 
one man to sign.” 

Mayor Candler states that the matter 
of a new pavement for Peachtree street 
has never been before him officially. 
“It looks like a pressing necessity and 
it ought to be done,” the mayor stated.

PREDICTED DEMOCRATS 
WILL SUPPORT MEASURE

Party Leaders Insist Presi- 

dent Has Proposed No De- 
parture From Traditions, 
and Resolution Does Not 
Affect His Proposal. 


Washington, January 25.—Ground- 
work for the expected attack in the 
senate on President Wilson’s proposal 
that the United States join a league for 
peace was laid today in a resolution 
introduced by Senator Borah, reaffirm- 
ing as a national policy the doctrine of 
no entangling aliances laid down by 
Washington and Jefferson. 

Unlike the pending Cummins resolu- 
tion, Senator Borah’s proposal makes 
no direct reference to the president's 
peace address, but its adoption would 
commit the senate “in all matters com- 
ing before it touching the intent or 
affairs of foreign countries, to conform 
its acts to those time-honored princi- 
ples so long and so happily a part of 
our own policies.” 

There was no debate on the resolution 
but after its introduction democratic 
members of the foreign relations com- 
mittee went into informal conference 
and made plans to forestall discussion 
of the matter on the floor before the 
committee has considered it. The dem- 
ocrats insisted that the president had 
proposed no departure from national 
traditions, and that there is nothing 
in the resolution to reflect on his ut- 
terances. Some leaders even predicted 
that if the resolution came to a vote 
every democrat would support it; but 
they declared discussion at this 
time would be futile and needlessly i 
would disrupt senate business. 

Washington Quoted. 

Senator Borah, in presenting the res- 
olution, asked that it go over for a day 
but he did not reveal whether he would 
make an effort to call it up tomorrow. 
Senator Cummins also declined to say 
whether he would press at tomorrow's 
session his resolution setting aside next 
week for debate on the president’s ad- 
dress. 

In a long preamble the Borah reso- 
lution quotes Washington’s declaration 
in his farewell address that “it must 
be unwise in us to implicate ourselves 
by artificial ties’’ in the affairs of the 
old world; a letter written by ‘Jeffer- 
son declaring that “our first and fun- 
damental maxim should be never to 
entangle ourselves in the broils of Eu- 
rope,” and Monroe’s historic message 
to congress laying down the doctrine 
of America for Americans. The reso- 
lution then says: 

“Whereas, the policies thus early an- 
rounced by Washington, Jefferson and 
Monroe and ever since adhered €o by 
this country, regardless of political 
parties, have contributed greatly to the 
peace and happiness of the people of 
the United States, and 

“Whereas, we believe any material 
departure from these policies would be 
fraught with danger to the peace and 
happiness of the people of the United 
States, involving us, in all probability, 
in the controversies of other nations; 
be it 

“Resolved, That the senate of the 
United States reaffirms its faith and 
confidence in the permanent’ worth 
and wisdom of these policies and shall 
seek in all matters coming before it 
touching the intent or affairs of for- 
eign countries, to conform its acts to 
these time-honored principles so long 
and so happily a part of our own pol- 
icies.” 

Democrats May Support Bill. 

If Senator Borah attempts to press 
the resolution tomorrow, the foreign 
relations committee democrats will 
move immediately thas it be referred to 
the committee. Should pronounced op- 
position to that covrse develop, how- 
ever, the leaders declare that democrats 
will join the republicans in passing the 
measure. 

Democratic opposition will be contin- 
ued, however, to the Cummins resolu- 
tion, which was discussed in a genera] 
way at last night’s conference between 
senate leaders and President Wilson. 
The president's exact attitude was not 
revealed, but there were indications to- 
day thax he was not inclined to take 
issue with the plans to shut out debate 
on the peace issue at present in order 
to prevent side-tracKing of other im- 
portant legislation. 


SEC. LANSING DENIES 
RESIGNATION REPORTS

Amert- 
can freedom was threatened, he de- 
clared, by the principle of liberty of 
national evolution” asserted by Ger- 
many, the application of which had 
meant the overwhelming of Serbia ana 
Belgium and which if approved by the 
world will mean that “our American 
freedom will surely die, and die while 
we live.” 

Liberty of Action Allowed. 

The former secretary of state con-

JAP HOUSE DISSOLVED — 


BY ORDER OF EMPEROR 


Action Taken Following At- 
tempt to Assassinate Ozaki, 
Leader of Constitutionalists. 


Tokio, January 25.—An attempt was 
made to assassinate Yukio Ozaki, for- 
mer minister of justice and leader of 
the constitutional party while he was 
addressing a mass meeting called to 
demand the resignation of the cabinet. 

The emperor has dissolved the house 
of representatives. 

While M. Ozaki was speaking two 
the platform and tried to stab him. 
They were overpowered and arrested. 
Two other men then tried to assault 
the former minister and were badly 
beaten by the audience. M. Ozaki 
demanded that Premier Terauchi re- 
sign on the ground that his adminis- 
tration was unconstitutionaL 

House in Uproar. 

By the drastic step of dissolution 
Premier Terauchi dramatically ended 
the existence of the house of represen- 
tatives before even an opportunity was 
given for a vote of lack of confidence 
in the ministry. 

After the excitement caused by the 
attempt to assassinate the leader of 
the constitutional party, Yukio Ozaki, 
the lower house was packed with spec- 
tators, and the session was a tumultu- 
ous one. 

Takeshi Inukai, leader of the Koku- 
minto (nasional party), led the attack 
on the ministry, accusing it of being 
unconstitutional. 

Confronted with the certainty cf an 
adverse vote Premier Terauchi said 
the situation involved the prosperity 
of the empire and declared that while 
he mainxained the confidence of Em- 
peror Yoshihito, he could not accept the 
verdict of the house. M. Ozaki mount- 
ed the rostrum to continue his aitacks 
on the government, when an imperial 
messenger suddenly appeared with the 
rescript of dissolution. The members 
of the house dispersed in an uproar. 

Elections in April. 

-Elections to the new house probably 
will be held in April or May. There 
are indications that in view of the crit- 
icism of a non-party ministry Premier 
Terauchi will throw his forces to the 
Seiyu-Kai (constitutional party), which 
is said to favor the new China policy 
outlined by Premier Terauchi and For- 
eign Minister Motono. 


Yukio Ozaki was formerly mayor of 
Tokio. He visited the United States 
in 1910 and a dinner was given in his 
honor at Washington by President Taft. 
He became minister of justice in the 
Okuma cabinet in 1914. 

A political crisis developed at the 
opening of the diet on Tuesday. The 
chief reason was the appointment of 
Field Marshal Count Terauchi as pre- 
mier by the emperor last October ; 

This appointment was a surprise, 
both in and out of Japan, and was crit- 
icised unfavorably by Japanese pcliti- 
cal leaders, who contended the pre- 
inier did not command public support. 
He is regarded ag a representative of 
the radical militarist faction in Japan, 
although in an interview with the As- 
sociated Press shortly after his ap- 
pointment, he disfavcred any policies 
of aggression. Japanese newspapers 
said the premier did not command a 
majority in parliament, and predicted 
that the outcome would be dissolution 
of the house and a new election.

LABOR: AND BONDS. 


On Wednesday night the Federation of 
Trades of Atlanta passed a resolution re- 
questing the city council to rescind its recent 
action—adoption of the 1917 budget—caus- 
ing the discharge of 200 city employees, in 
order that city expenditures may be kept 
within its income. 

Immediately following, the same body 
voted down a resolution approving a bond 
issue. 

Thus the federation assumes the paradox- 
ical position of asking a thing and at once 
stamping in advance its disapproval upon the 
only apparent means through which it would 
be possible for its request to be granted. 

The city force was curtailed for the 
simple reason that it had no funds with 
which to maintain the pay roll on last year’s 
hasis. The city cannot pay those men their 
wages without more revenue than is visible; 
and until channels through which such rev- 
enue can be derived are provided the admin- 
istration cannot put them back to work. 

A bond issue would solve the problem. 
Hence the action of the federation is the 
more surprising. 

Everybody recognizes the fact that labor 
would be the very first element of the popu- 
lation to benefit by the expenditure of 
moneys realized from improvement bonds. 
~ What might be expected in Atlanta as a 
direct result from a bond issue may be 
judged by history. Look back a few years 
to the times immediately following Atlanta’s 
last bond issue—of $3,000,000. 

Resultant therefrom $10,000,000 
spent in new building construction. For two

years there was not a laboring man in At- 
lanta for whom there was not employment. 
Everything was hustle and go, and the city 
forged ahead along all lines. The sewerage 
system was modernized and extended; the 
school system was brought to the standard 
for that time. Everybody was working and 
happy. 

And everybody was agreed that the bonds 
did it! 

That bond issue was backed by the organ- 
ized women of Atlanta, primarily because the 
schools had reached a stage of inadequacy 
where something had to be done—as they 
have today!

“Joseph A. McCord, Governor Federal 
Reserve Bank, Atlanta, Ga.—Dear Sir: We 
are in receipt of your letter of "the 11th, 
favorably commenting upon the fact that 
all of the last batch of notes offered you for 
discount were cattle loans. I am sure that 
we are carrying at this time more than 
$50,000 of this class paper, out of total loans 
of around $350,000, which, I think, is a very 
good showing; as we only left the all-cotton 
route after the serious declines of 1914—a 
route I don’t think we will ever care to take 
again, even without the boll weevil. This 
place has shipped to date more than eighty 
cars of hogs, and the movement is heavier 
now than it has been at any time, eight cars 
having been shipped out this week. During 
my sixteen years’ connection with this bank 
I have never seen the farmers of this section 
in better shape financially, and the feeling 
better among them. And live stock is only a 
small part of our diversified products. We 
have shipped out large quantities of peanuts, 
corn, velvet beans, etce., and have made more 
profit on them than we ever made on our 
best cotton crop. The deposits of this bank 
have increased by more than 40 per cent with- 
in the last 12 months, collections have been 
much better, conditions generally have been 
very satisfactory, even though this is our 
third year with the weevil, and I attribute 
all of it to diversification. I inclose there- 
with a circular prepared by our county 
agent, with the help of a committee of 
farmers and business men, that we are try- 
ing to see it put into the hands of every 
farmer in our trade territory. The boll 
weevil no longer holds any terrors for us.

PROFIT BY AGENT’S ADVICE. 

How this condition in Alabama has been 
brought about is explained, Mr. Warren 
thinks, largely by the fact that the farmers 
of that locality have put into practice the 
advice offered ‘by their county agricultural 
agent, to which he refers in his letter, and 
which follows: 

HOW THE ONE-HORSE FARMER CAN 

MAKE $500 PROFIT UNDER BOLL 

WEEVIL CONDITIONS. 


-First. Grow a garden sufficient to sup- 
ply the table with vegetables every day in 
a year. (This may save you a doctor's 
bill.) 

Second. Keep twenty-five laying hens, 
provide ample feed of the right kind and 
Sanitary quarters. (This will save a grocery 
dill.) 

Third. Keep two good milk cows, one 
giving milk at the time, making it possible 
to supply the table with milk and butter the 
year round. (This may save a doctor's bill 
and a grocery bill.)- 

Fourth. Keep two good brood sows, bring- 
ing two litters of pigs each year. (This does 
away with the lard bucket.) 

Fifth. Provide ample pasture for the hogs 
and cows the year round. This can be done 
by planting bermuda grass, rye, oats, rape, 
sorghum, millets, fieldpeas, chufas, peanuts 
and velvet beans. 

Sixth. Grow a half acre each in potatoes, 
sugarcane and seeded ribbon cane. This will 
furnish the home with potatoes and syrup 
and some to sell. 

Seventh. Plant four acres in oats in the 
fall, of a home-grown, rust-pruvof variety. 
This crop should be followed by a legume 
crop, peanuts, field peas or soy beans. 

Fighth. Plant twelve acres in corn, six 
and one-half foot, rows, peanuts and velvet 
beans between the rows. If desired, the 
beans may be planted in the drill with corn 
at the time of planting. 

Ningh. Plant eight acres %n peanuts, three- 
foot rows (running peanuts), twelve to six- 
teen inches in drill. These are to be harvest- 
ed for the market. 

Tenth. Plant five acres in cotton, an 
early wilt resistant variety, on  well- 
prepared upland, as far as possible from 
places where weevils are supposed to hiber- 
nate, using at least two hundred pounds of 
ferilizer to the acre. 

Eleventh. If you are a renter, lease your 
farm for three or five vears and stop moving 
around. No one can do successful farming 
moving every year. 

Twelfth. Stop your lands from leaching 
and washing away Py properly ditching and 
terracing them. This will pay if you have 
the farm for only one year. 

Thirteenth. Plan the crop wisely, prepare 
the land thoroughly, plant carefully selected 
seed of the right variety and cultivate well. 
If you are in doubt on any of these points, 
advise with someone in position to know. 

Fourteenth. To encourage bookkeeping on 
the farm, that we may know from what 
crops the profits and losses came, the Com- 
mercial club, of Enterprise, will offer a prize 
to the farmer who shows the ereatert profits 
by this system of farming. In order to do 
this it will be necessary to keep an accurate 
neat and complete account of all expendi- 
tures and income for the farm.

A few years ago there were a chain of 
banks in north Georgia which had been al- 
most wrecked and ruined under the manage- 
ment of a man well Known to many in this 
section of the state, and it became necessary 
to raise a large amount of money to save 
these banks and prevent failures and a losg 
of money to the depositors. A meeting was 
called in’which all the parties connected with 
these banks were requested to be present 
and see if something could be done to save 
the situation and prevent financial distress 
and ruin in several communites.

Votes for Women Coming, 
Says Mrs. W. H. Felton 


Editor Constitution: The following ex- 
tract from a Berlin news article explains 
itself: 

“Berlin, January 21.—There was a mo- 
tion before the house of the Prussian diet 
yesterday for admitting women to municipal 
service. 
party, in seconding the motion explained that } 
already many women were employed by Ger- | 
man municipalities, but that there were legal 
obstacles in the way of admitting them to 
service in sertain branches where only per- 
sons entitled to vote might be employed. 

‘He saw a large field for women’s activ- 
ity in the various social domains, in the care 
of orphans, the poor housing and administra- 
tion of the markets. Women, he said, h 
done splendid work during the war in caring 
for wounded and sick soldiers and needy fam- 
ilies, and often showed a remarkable talent 
for organization that commanded the highest 
respect. Without the women’s aid the war 
societies would not have been able to ac- 
complish as much as they had, he said. After 
the war their aid would be even more in- 
disnensable, he thought. These women, he 
declared, who had co-operated so well with 
the men, must be entitled to a voice in mat- 
ters that concerned them. . 

“Why shouldn’t intelligent, educated and 
energetic women have as much right to their 
opinions as men” Herr von Kassel asked. 

“All factions declared through their lead- 
ers that the motion would be favorably con- 
sidered in committee. A conservative om 
resentative said that, while his party was in 
favor of the motion, It would strive to keep 
women out of politics.” | 

That so-called conservative party resem< 
bles the same old sort of party that has been 
fighting votes for women in the United States. 
It is a well-known fact that Germany has 
been more disinclined to free its women than 
any other of the highly civilized nations of 
Europe. The exigencies of war has made 
a new viewpoint for those patriotic Germans, 
I am here to echo Herr von Kaasel’s words: 

“Why shouldn't intelligent, educated and 
energetic women have as much right to their 
opinions as men?”’—Allow me to ask another 
question: 

While all the political parties in the Unit- 
ed States have pronounced for equal rights 
for women, why ,does congress shirk its duty 
and fail to carry out its promises? 

I am not in sympathy with placing pickets 
at the white house gate to remind President 


. Wilson that he should carry out his pledges 


—for the weather is not pleasant—and there 
is no good reason. 

"Why should those patriotic women risk 
life or health to remind President Wilson 
that he owes his election to the women of 
the west? If he remembers anything of 
what occurred he knows there would be an- 
other man in the white house after the 4th 
of March, except for these women voters 
who believed what he told them, and who 
now expect him te do what he then promised.

Training Unquestionably 
Needed, But Doubts Value 
of Some of Remedies Pro- 
posed. 


Washington, January 25.—President 
Wilson, Speaking today to a delegation 
from the Maryland League for Nation- 
al Defense, which attacked the national 
&uard and advocated universal mili- 
tary training, rebuked them for their 

unrestrained language” and said they 
would have a better chance of his s8up- 
Dort if they were more reasonable in 
their attitude. 

The memorial read to the president 
by Major Randolph Barton, spoke of 
the national Suard system as a “dis- 
Srace” and “a failure.” It urged uni- 
versal compulsory military training 
and service, and mentioned the mobili- 
gation of the national guard along the 
Mexican border as an example of the 
failure of the system. 

President Wilson told the delega- 
tion that their attitude closed the op- 
portunity for discussion of the ques- 
tion and was not helpful. 

Physical Training Needed. 

The President, discussing compulsory 
military service, declared that unques- 
tlonably physical training was needed 
and would accomplish a great deal, 
“but it can be had without compulsory 
military service.” 

He added that he was desirous of 
doing the wise thing and that the sub- 
Ject was receiving his greatest con- 
sideration. He vigorously defended the 
effort being made in congress to build 
Up proper military service. 

“I do not need to prove to you or 
anybody my deep interest in this sub- 
ject,” said the president. “I will frank- 
ly say to you I would have been more 
impressed by this memorial if it had 
been expressed in more restrained lan- 
Guage. From some of the unqualified 
statements in this paper I must frank- 
ly dissent, I think it due to my col- 
leagues on the hill (the capitol) to 
Bay so at this off-hand condemnation 
of the system which they adopted aft- 
er long debate upon the urgency of 
many of the leading citizens of the 
country; it is the least that I can do. 
You do not commend a cause which 
deserves the most serious consideration 
by presenting it as you have present- 
ed it. 

Does Not Meet Difficulties. 

“These things impress me the more 
after what we have heard from the 
medical societies. Unquestionably, phys- 
ical training is needed and will accom- 
Plish a great deal, but it can be had 
without compulsory military service 
and compulsory military service does 
not meet the difficulties which you 
have alluded to. 

“Any brief service in the army of 
the United States withdraws men from 
civil pursuits just as much as the re- 
cent service on the border does. No 
service except a standing army with 
professional soldiers prevents that oc- 
casional and frequent withdrawal of 
men from civil pursuits. That may 
be inevitable, but what you are pro- 
posing does not meet the difficulty 
which you condemn. These things are 
of the utmost intricacy and difficulty 
and are not to be settled ex-cathedra. 

“And yet, notwithstanding the fact 
that I think you have gone too far, l 
will say to you that, of course, this 
will have my most earnest considera- 
tion, It is reeciving serious consider- 
Htion with the country and we in 
Washington, of course, share and feel 
the great tides of opinion in the United 
States. I am sure that, speaking, if l 
nay speak, for the members of the 
house of representatives and of the 
gwenate, we are all desirous of doing 
the wise thing for the defense of the 
country, and it must and will be done, 
but we must not close debate by hav- 
ing too dogmatic an opinion as to a 
method. 

“T know that you will understand the 
epirit in which I make that protest and 
this statement.” 

Later it was made clear at the white 
house that the president's remarks 
were not to be taken to mean that he 
had made up his mind in opposition 
to ‘universal military training. He 
is waiting to examine the details of 
bills to be laid before him before reach- 
ing a decision.

Ottawa, Ontario, January 25.—Pres!l- 
dtnt Wilson’s peace proposals were 
criticised in the Canadian senate to- 
day by Senator Pope, who represents

“In the first 
place, because we are not too proud to 
fight. In the second Place, we fight 
because we love peace and believe that 
only by fighting for it we can obtain 
peace. In the third place, because we} 
are British and believe that Britain 
entered the conflict with a just cause;

battle. | 

“Possessing these convictions, we, as /| 
Canadians, decided to show the courage 
of our convictions; and, called upon to 1 
make sacrifices not alone for our in- 
dependence and liberty, but for the in- 
dependence and liberty of nations of 
the world, great and small, by land 
and sea, we have gone forth with our 
men and money to do what we are able 
to do.”

GUNMEN 
TO BREAK UP STRIKES 


So Claimed in Corruption 
Charges Involving N. Y. Dis- 
trict Attorney’s Office. 


New York, January 25.—Charges of 
corruption, involving a former offi- 
cial of the district attorney's office 
and the police, were made before the 
grand jury today by Alfred A. Wilson, 
according to an announcement from 
the office of District Attorney Swann. 

ilson was to have been an impor- 
tant witness against District Attorney 
Swann in the investigation resulting 
from charges preferred against him by 
former Judge Delehanty and Lucian 
S. Breckenridge, one time special as- 
— in the district attorney’s of- 
ice, 

The alleged disclosures made by Wil- 
son covered a period during the ad- 
ministration of District Attorney Per- 
Kins, Mr. Swann’s predecessor and the 
early part of Mr. Swann’s incumben- 
cy, when Breckenridge was in charge 
of the industrial bureau in the dis- 
trict attorney's office, it was asserted. 

Wilson charged, the district attor- 
ney’s office claims, that the industrial 
bureau imposed a tribute on garment 
manufacturers in return for services in 
breaking strikes among their employ- 
ees and prosecuting the leaders under 
false accusations. ¢ 

The bureau, Wilson is quoted as say- 
ing, employed police and gunmen to 
intimidate the strikers, while women 
of the underworld were hired to “beat 
up” female workers. Four policemen 
are alleged to have received $5 a day 
and the gunmen an average of $15 a 
week.

He AILLED Wire 


Jurors in Tears as Defend- 
ant Tells ‘of Fatal Auto 
Ride and Accuses Slain 
Army Officer. 


San Angelo, Texas, January 25.— 
Hary J. Spanell, on trial here for the 
killing of his wife, Crystal Holland 
Spanell, testified in his own behalf to- 
day and denied that he killed Mrs. 
Spanell who, with Lieutenant Colonel 
Malcolm C. Butler, of the Sixth United 
States cavalry, was shot and killed 
during an automobile ride with Spanell 
near Alpine, Texas, July 20 last. 

In a dramatic recital Spanell told 
of alleged incidents which he said 
caused him to:.take Butler to task; as- 
serted that the army officer resented 
the imputations and gaye his versions 
of a fight with Butler in the automobile 
during which Butler and Mrs. Spanell 
were killed. Spanell testified that 
when he saw his wife lying on the 
floor of the car he “thought” Butler 
had killed her. 

During the recital Spanell sobbed 
convulsively and at times tears coursed 
down the cheeks of jurors and court 
attaches while women who were among 
the spectators wept. 

Wife in Butler’s Room. 

Spanell’s story of the shooting was 
preceded by a narration of incidents 
in which he charged that Butler had 
paid undue attention to Mrs. Spanell, 
“trying to show her off,” and led up 
the evening of July 20, when, he 
said, he saw his wife leave 
room in a hotel at Alpine, shortly aft- 
Butler emerged. Mrs. Butler, who 
accompanied Mrs. Spanell to the room, 
Spanell said, had” left the room 
few minutes. 

Mrs. Spanell told him, Spanell testi- 
fied, that “something had . happened,” 
but she couldn't tell him what it was 
then. 

Spaneli then told of his resolve to

Protest against another articie was 
caused by the addition to the old con- 
stitutional provision “that there shall 
be no private or government monopo- 
lies of any som.’ Of the words “nor 
exemption from taxation,” this addi- 
tion was aimed at concessions, almost 
all of which have in them provision 
for certain exemptions for varying pe- 
riods. 

Objection to a change in the pro- 
visions for the expulsion of foreigners 
was caused by Phraseology that ap- 
peared to pemmi¢ of no opportunity for 
the accused te show cause why he 
should not be expelled. The proposed 
provision reads: 

“The executive shall have the ex- 
clusive right to expel from the republic 
torthwith and without judicial process, 
any foreigner whose presence he may 
deem inadvisable.

“No foreigner shall meddle in the po- 
litical affairs of the country. Nor shall 
they acquire any real estate unless 
they shall have previously declared to 
the departmer: of foregin affairs their 
intention to waive their citizenship and 
the protection of their respective gov- 
ernments in all matters pertaining to 
the said property and to accept the 
jurisdiction of the laws and authorities 
of the republic in so far as the property 
is concerned.”

IN U. S. FOOD EXPORTS 


Washington, January 25.—Food ex- 
ports generally from the United States 
fell off $43,000,000 last year. Depart- 
ment of commerce statistics announced: 
today show their value to have been

$745,000,000, compared with $788,000,000 
in 1915. -Meat and dairy products 
showed increases, but breadstuffs fell 
off sharply. 

Corn was the only grain showing an 
increase, while wheat fell off 51,000,000 
bushels and flour 1,300,000 barrels. Beef 
showed decreases in canned, fresh and 
pickled, but bacon, hams and shoulders 
exports increased 831,000,000 pounds, 
and pork 22,000,000 pounds. 

Oils and gasoline exports increased 
ccnsiderably during the year. There 
was 21,000,000 gallons more gasoline 
sent abroad than in 1915. Crude oil 
showed an increase. of 14,000,000 gallons, 
illuminating oil 17,000,000 gallons, 
lubricating oil 21,000,000 gallons, and 
residuum and fuel oi] 145,000,000 gal- 
ons. 4
